A1 Gore defended his unprece- 
dented reach to the courts 
Monday, declaring "Let the peo- 
ple have their say” by counting 
every ballot in Florida's make-or- 
break presidential election.

WASHINGTON - The 
Supreme Court entered the 
debate over medical marijuana 
Monday, agreeing to decide 
whether the drug can be pro- 
vided to padems out of ’'med- 
ical nece«<ity" even though fed- 
eral law makes its distribution 
a crime. 

The justices said they will 
hear the CUnfon administra- 
don’s effort to bar a California 
*'*gnrap frotnr pit) vhllitg'Che thug' ' 
to aedously ill padents for pain 
and nausea relief. 

A lower court decision allow- 
ing the Oakland Cannabis 
Buyers’ Cooperative to distrib- 
ute (ho drug "threatens the 
government's ability to enforce 
the federal drug laws," govern- 
ment lawyers said. 

Bur the California group says 
that for some padems, marijua- 
na is "the only medicine that 
hos proven effective in rclicv- 
. ing their conditions or symp- 
toms.” 

The group’s lawyer, Annette 
P. Carnegie, said Monday (he 
federal Controlled Substances 
Act does not prohibit the distri- 
bution of marijuana for med- 
ical reasons. 

"Those choices, we believe, 
are best made by physicians 
and not by the government,” 
she said. Marijuana has been 
effective in relieving nausea in 
cancer patients undergoing 
chemotherapy,, weight loss in 
HIV-positive patients and in 
reducing pain, she said. 

Eight states in addition to 
California have medical-mari- 
juana laws in place or approved 
by voters: Alaska, Arizona, 
Hawaii, Maine, Oregon, 
Washington, Nevada and 
Colorado. Residents of 
Washington, D.C., voted in 1998 
to allow the medical use of mar- 
ijuana, but Congress blocked 
the measure from becoming 
law. 


don. "This is America,” he said 
with a forced chuckle. "When 
votes are cast, we count them. 
We don’t orbltrarily set them 
aside because it’s too dlfHcult to 
count them.” 

The prime-time televised 
address was perhaps Gore’s lost, 
best chance to ocpiain why the 
closest presidential elcaion in 
124 years didn’t end Sunday 
night when Florida's top elec- 
tions officer, a GOP partisan, cer- 
tified Bush the winner by S37 
votes out of 6 million cast. 

His support was falling as Gore 
went on the air. 

An overnight poll by 


CNN/USA Today/Gallup found 
that S6 percent of Americans 
said Gore should concede the 
election compared to 46 percent 
who said that last week. An ABC*' 
Washington Post survey found 
simUar results. 

Gore protested the results in a 
Florida state court earlier 
Monday, becoming the first can- 
didate hi U.S. history to contest a 
presidential election before the 
judiciary. His lawyers asked for 
a quick hearing, but may not get 
one before the end of the week. 

And on Friday, the U.S. 
Supreme Court is set to hear 
COPar^unent against recounts.

“If the people do not in the end 
choose me, so be it,” Gore said 
standing at a presidential-style 
lectern before a dozen American 
flags in the vice presidential resi- 
dence. "The outcome will have 
been fair, and the people will 
have spoken.” 

'if they choo.se me, so be it. I 
would then commit to bringing 
this country together. But, what- 
ever the outcome, let the people 
have their say, and let us listen," 
Gore said, hours after Democratic 
leaders and President Clinton 
queued up to show their support. 

With the agonizingly close elec- 
tion stretching into its fourth 
week, neither side appeared 
ready to give way in a fierce 
struggle that has entangled the 
judiciary in die business of presi- 


"Every one of those hand- 
counted ballots bad a Democrat 
and n Republican sitting right 
there," she said. 

According to the ballot totals 
certified Sunday by Florida 
Secretary of State Katherine 
Karris, Bush won the state's elec- 
toral votes by a mere 537 votes 
out of more than 6 million cast. 

Vice President Al Gore, hi.s 
Democrat opponent, has chal- 
lenged the result. 

Democrats have quesdoned the 
accuracy of ballot counting 
macliine.s sin^e Election Day, 
prompting volunteers in Florida 
to pore over thousands of disput- 
ed ballots to determine a winner 
in the pivotal state.

Bush spokesman Ari Fleischer 
said Gore's address offered noth- 
ing new to the nation. 

"It was just unfortunately not 
giving Americans the full picture 
. of what took place," Fleischer 
said. Bush watched Gore’s address 
in the governor’s mansion, while 
his top aides gathered at cam- 
paign headquarters to sec it. 

The Texas governor moved 
quickly to take on the work, Lf not 
the title, of president-elect. 
Running mate Dick Cheney criti- 
cized the Clincon-Gorc administia- 
tion for refusing Bush access to 
S5.3 miliion in government tnmiti- 
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bent, improperly marked or oth- 
erwise misliantilcd by voters. 

StUI, Craig .said that che totals 
generated by the machines would 
determine the election more 
accurately than those' produced 
by volunteers. 

"The machine process is not 
perfect, but it is impartial and 
docs noi establish prejudice.” 
Craig said, "you cannot program 
it in a Dumocrat or a Republican 
state of mind," 

Boyce pointed out the 1988 . 
Florida manual recount that 
turned the election to Mack’s 
favor. 

"Senator Craig needs to be 
reminded that Connie Mack 
would not be in the Senate if not 
for (he recount that duinged the 
vote," slie said. 

Core’s camp has challenged 
Harris' dedsion to certify the dec- 


tion funds and a federal office 
building set a.tide for the presidem- 
tial changeover. He announced 
the Bush team would raise dona- 
tions to finance its own opemdon. 

“This is regrettable because we 
believe the government has an 
obligation to lionorthcccnifieble 
results of an election,” Cheney 
said at a Wasliinglon news confer- 
ence, naming an executive direc- 
tor and pres.s secretary for the 
tran.sitian leaim. 

In tile son of juxtaposition that 
has been a hallmark of this ever- 
shifting election dispute, 
Cheney's news conference got 
under way just as lawyers gath- 
ered in a Florida court room to 
discuss Gore’s election protest. 
Cable TV viewers saw history in 
the making, split screen. 

Cheny took a swipe at Gore for 
not dropping out, as the Bush 
team sou^t to rush the vice pres- 
ident from the race before the 
courts have an opportunity to 
renew recounts. 

Gore is "still unwilling to 
accept the outcome. That is unfor- 
tunate in light of the penalty that 
may have to be paid at some

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future date if the next administra- 
tion is not allowed to prepare to 
take the reins of government,” 
Cheney said. 

Gore believes he would over- 
cikc Budi if tiic final tall y would 
include recounted ballots that 
were rejected by Florida 
Secretary of Slate Katherine 
Harris - minus the 174 votes 
added to Bush’s lead during what 
Democrats claim was an illegal, 
clcvcnili-hour scramble for GOP 
ballots, including military votes 
from overseas. 

The vice president faces' a 
lough legal fight - persuading a 
court to overturn a certified elec- 
tion - and on electorate with lim- 
ited patience. 

That is why Democrats plan to 
step up their public relations ' 
campaign Tuesday, putting for- 
ward Florida voters who .say they 
feared their votes for Gore were 
not counted. 

"A vote is not just a piece of 
paper,” Gore said in the televi- 
sion speech. “A vote is a human 
voice - a statement of human 
principle, and we must not let 
those voices be silenced.”

While Boyce said she though 
there was a good chance that 
manual recounts would show that 
Gore won Florida’s electoral 
votes, she said she would support 
any o'uicomc in a fair eI(N;tion.

hold up in court, commissioners 
said. 

A pending lawsuit, filed by 
Chisholm and several other resi- 
dents against the county earlier 
this year, must be resolved 
before the commissioners said 
they can take a serious look at 
the 12-step plan. 

The lawsuit asks that the court 
shut down Hank Hafligcr’s and 
Pete Dc Groot’s dairies south of 
Filer. A District Court hearing 
has been set for Dec. 18. 

Hafljger has been working on 
odor problems at his dairy - 
problems that have rallied angry 
neighbors. 

Dc Groot’s dairy is in the final 
stages of construction. 

Bill Crafton, county planning 
and zoning director, said 
Monday that parts of the 
Chisholm and Ihlcr plan, may be 
questionable legally. But tic 
agreed that figuring out the 
number of cows was a good idea, 

Lewis Eilers, executive direc- 
tor of the Idaho Dairyman’s 
Association, offered'a different 
view. 

County officials have created a 
mess for themselves and county 
residents by bowing to Chisholm 
and other activists’ wants, Eilers 
said. He scoffed at Chisholm and 
Dilcr’s plan, though admitting he 
had not looked it over. 

Eilers has long contended that 
the dairy problem is not as seri- 
ous as some residents have made 
it out. He agreed that there have 
been problems with local dairies, 
including Hofliger’s. 

But the laws on the books are 
good, Eilers said. Chisholm and 
Ihlcr just want to kick dairies 
out of the county. 

‘Tm not justifying Hank’s 
' odor,” Eilers said. “But I am get- 
ting sick and tired of playing Bill 
Chisholm’s game. He has been 
anti-business and anti-progress 
his whole life. The dairy industry 
will adjust The ordinance that’s 
out there was a good ordinance.” 

It's unlikely ^at more dairies 


will come to the county, especial- 
ly after all the local unresr, he 
s^d. 

No new dairies have submitted 
applications, Crafton said 
recently. 

And that’s too bad, consider- 
ing the amoiint‘th (7 contribute 
to the local economy, Eilm said. 
Magic Valley dairies prodimcd 
milk worth $S47 million last 
year, according to the associa- 
tion. 

"If you don’t want the econom- 
ic base, all you got to do Is say so 
and the dairies will go some- 
where else,” he said. “Thcre.are 
places you could build dairies in 
this county where they wouldn’t 
harm nothing. Hovy many rnore 
can we use, I don’t know. But 
(Grindstaff) made some promis- 
es that he won’t be able to 
keep " ' - 

Despite losing to Grindstaff, 
Chisholm, a longtime Ideal 
activist, said the loss was sdll a 
victory because his campaign 
brought the dairy issue to the 
forefront. j 

Chisholm is not against 
dairies, he said. But daiHcs 
should be classified as agri&l- 
tural or industrial and shuuldSbe 
regulated depending on t^at 
classification. 4 

And he intends to hold county 
leaders to their promises’to 
resolve the dairy problems. _

When the line between politics and law grows dangerously thirl 


T he grand civics lesson of Uie 
past two weeks iias intro- 
duced the whole nation to the 
deepest secret of our con.stitu- 
tional life: There is no line 
between law and politics, 

Each campaign - for A1 Gore and 
George W. Bu.sh are still campaigning - 
rituaiisiically claims liiat it wants noth- 
ing more than “liie rule of law," and 
each side accuses the other of subverting 
law for the .sake of politics. One says the 
Florida secretary of state is acting to 
carry out her legal duties; die other, that 
she is acting as the co<hair of the 
Florida .

One 
s;iys the Florida Supreme Court is the 
final authority on die rule of law; the 
other, that it is anodier political in.stitu- 
tion whose members were appointed by 
Democratic governors.

Everyone involved in die proce.ss-the 
election boards, the vote counters, the 
lawyers, the candidates - appeals to law 
and is accused of politics. 

Ever since the legal realists of the 
1930s argued that the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s rejection of the New Deal in the 
name of law was only politics by another 
name, constitutional law professors have 
been teaching their introductory classes 
that the line between law and politics is 
illusory. 

Now, that knowledge has escaped the 
academy and threatens to subvert our 
faith in the rule of law. 

The rule of law is our national myth. 
We must believe the myth if we are to 
overcome our political disagreements. 


We need a point of rccondliarion beyond 
our political disputes. That point is our 
faith in law, and the institutional locus of 
that faith is the U.S. Supreme Court. To 
be sure, we can always ftnd the politician 
behind the robes of die justice, just as 
wc can always find the man bdimd the 
robes of the priest. But faith prevents us 
from lifting the robe. It limits our vision 
to a set of symbols. 

It is the Supreme Court’s role to pre- 
serve this national myth. When the court 
speaks, it speaks in the name of the 
sovereign people. 

When it presents to us the 
Constitution, it pur >orts only to hold up 
a mirror to the i^ple. Its legitimacy 
comes not from its knowledge of 
science nor from the justices’ political 
appointments, but from the capacity m 
persuade us ttot the rule of law is the 
rule of the people. At that moment, we 
overcome the divide between law and 


politics. 

This is not fact, but faith- our dvic 
religion. Neither law nor politics defines 
us as a nation; rather this faith in a popu- 
lar sovereign who appears only in and 
throi^ the rule of law. We know that 
poUdeal beliefs are inseparable from 
legal views. Just think of our largest con- 
stitutional battles. 

Does the Constitution mandate a color- 
blind legal ^stem? A woman’s right to 
choose? A limited role for the federal 
goverzunem? These are issues of race, 
sex and community. No one really 
believes that law can end our disagree- 
ments over these issues. Neverthdess, 
o,ur faith in the rule of law unites us in a 
rammon enterprise through all these dis- 
putes. 

This faith sets the structure of our 
grand national debates: ^ch side must 
claim the support of law, because in and 
through law it claims the right to speak

93 Saturday to crack down on 
drivers who weren’t wearing 
seat belts or didn’t have chil- 
dren in safety seats. 

“Overali, I’m pleased with 
seat belt usage,” ISP Lt. Rob 
Storm said Monday. “Judging 
from reports coining in today, it 
seems it was a fairly smooth hol- 
iday as far as crashes." 

TTiere was one fatal car acci- 
dent last week on a county road, 
he said. 

The seat-belt patrol stopped 
133 cars, resulting in seven seat- 
belt citations, two child- 
restraint dtadons. 49 speeding 
tickets, 57 warnings for speed- 
ing and others. 

The number of seat belt cita- 
tions was low, Storm said. 
Troopers wrote 14 seat-belt cita- 
tions in October and 12 in 
September, he said.

BURLEY - Cassia County com- 
missioners are hesitant to agree 
with the Sawtooth National 
Forest’s preferred alternative for 
the next 10 to IS years of forest 
management 

Of six alternatives, the Forest 
Service prefers one thot would 
emphasize aggressive restoration, 
district ranger Pete Peterson told 
commissioners Monday. 

In a meeting to brief county 
officials on a new Sawtooth forest 
plan, Peterson said the Forest 
Service is moving toward restora- 
tion rather than maxiinmng com- 
modity productioa 

Commissioner Dennis Crane 
said commissioners are not sold 
on on option that decreases live- 
stock grazing on public lands. 

“We think (the plan) should be 
used as a tool to manage the 
resource,” commissioner Paul 
Christensen said. 

The Forest Service has pro- 
p^d the alternative it believes 
will best restore species, habitat 
and watersheds. It would reduce 
grazing and commercial logging, 
increase timber thinning, road 
construction and road improve- 
ments,, and increase road clo- 
sures. 

liic Forest Service is proposing 
a 13 percent drop in sheep graz- 


ing numbers, and a 6 percent 
decrease in cattle numbers. Most ' 
of the grazing impacts will not be 
felt in Cassia County, Peterson 
said. 

The impact statement covers 
draft plans for the Boise and 
Payette forests as well. 

Peterson expects some contro- 
versy over plans to close 13.6 
miles of roads per year, up from 
2.6 miles a year. However, he 
said some roads are only going to 
be relocated. 

Commissioners will take an 
• official stance once they review 
the complete plan, which will go 
through a public comment ami 
revision process. It is slated for 
approval in December 2001. 

Three Magic Valley worksliops 
and presentations in early 
January will allow the public to 
have their questions answered 
l)efore two public hearings later 
that month. 

The workshops will each be 
from 3 to 8 p.m., Jan. 8 in Twin 
Falls; Jan. 9 in Burley and Jan. 10 
in Keichum.

^ Stanford wins fight against environmentalists 


BOISE (^) - Idaho Fish and 
Gmo offidals on Monday agreed 
with recommendations that the 
agency improve oversight of its 
bighorn sheep hunting tag auc- 
tion and lottery programs. 

The lucrative annual fund-rais- 
ers are administered under con- 
tract with the Foundation for 
Noth American Wild Sheep. But 
in a report issued Monday, the 
l^lslative Office of Performance 
Evaluations said Fish and Game 
had not been reviewing or 
apITOving the programs' adminis- 
trative costs as required 1^ law. 

•Things need to be clearer not 
oriy to us on the inside, if you 
will, but to any outside observer.” 
Fish and Game Commission 
Chairman John Bums of Carmen 
responded at a meeting of the 
Joint Legislative Oversight 
Committee. 

Evaluators found that although 
the bighorn sheep tag auction and 
lottery programs have genernt^ 


almost $850,000 for wild sheep 
management since 1988, and 
Game had not taken the steps 
required to ensure it receives its 
full share of the proceeds. 

As a result, the repon said, in 
three of nine years the contractor 
got to keep more than its docu- 
mented expenses. It called on 
Fish and Game to maintain writ- 
ten documentation of lottery pro- 
ceeds and develop a formal sys- 
tem for reviewing and approving 
comraaor expenses. 

Evaluators also concluded that 
legal direction on the transfer and 
re-auctioning of bighorn tags was 
unclear. > 

Idaho law allows for the annual 
auction of one bighorn sheep tag, 
with no less than 95 percent of 
proceeds being returned to Fish 
and Game. But a tag was auc- 
tioned in 1994, donat^ back and 
re-auctioned without the depart- 
ment receiving additional rev- 
enue. 


The repon recommended that 
Fish and Game consider propos- 
ing legislation to clarify legal 
requirements or take other steps 
to ensure the agency receives a 
share of any proceed.? generated 
from the bighorn sheep tag auc- 
tion. 

In addition, the Office of 
Performance Evaluations found 
that while Fish and Came has 
improved coordination and com- 
munication with other agencies 
involved in wildlife disease 
research, recent changes have not 
been formalized to help ensure 
lasting benefits.

‘Fish and Wildlife 
Face allegations of 
failure to follow law 

: HELENA, Mont. (AP) - Two 
conservation groups have advised 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
they plan to sue the agency for 
allegedly failing to follow the law 
for protecting bull trout under 
the Endangered Species Act. 

> Alliance for the Wild Rockies 
) and Friend.s of the Wild Swan in 

Montana gave the service the 60- 
i; day notice required before it can 

> be sued. 

;l The organizations said the act 
'I requires the service to designate 
^critical habitat for a species when 
*lt is listed, or to do so within a 
^year of listing if additional 
< research is conducted. 

^ ' However, the groups said the 
agency met neither of those dead- 


lines. 

A spokeswoman for the agency 
acknowledged it hod not com- 
plied with the law, since the lost 
listing occurred more than a year 
ago. 

Bull trout populations in the 
Columbia and Klamath river 
basins were listed in June 1998, 
and those in the Jarbridge River 
basin of northern Nevada in April 
1999, the organizations said. Bull 
trout in the Coastal-Pugct Sound 
and St. Mary-Bclly River areas 
were listed Nov. 1, 1999. 

“The legal deadlines cstob- 
lished within the Endangered 
Species Act arc dear and manda- 
tory,” said Jack Tuholskc, lead 
attorney for the conservation 
groups. “Unfortunately, the long, 
sad history of the bull trout’s 
demise has shown that legal 
action is the only way to compel 
the government to provide the 
icgul protections the bull trout is 
due, and which it so urgently

J-Tceiand shares a couple of .simi- 
^iriiies with his archenemy, 
Tunisian milfoil. 

Both like the underwater world, 
and lx)th are getting around. But 
the more Freeland gets around, 
the less likely milfoil will. 

Freeland is the coordinator for 
northern Idaho’s fight against mil- 
foil, an underwater weed that 
chokes lakes and rivers. 

“This stuff is exponential,” he 
said. “1 want someone finding it 
early before it get.s to be a big 
problem.” 

' Freeland, 50, took over the job 
i couple of years ago, and now his . 
Influence is growing. His advice is 
sought by counties in Idaho and 
^’ashington, as well as the U.S, 
Forest ^-rvice. 

'A diver for 34 years, Freeland 
discovered Eurasian milfoil last 
summer in Lake Pend Oreille. 
This fall he found it in Payette 
Lake. The long, spindly weed, 
with its featherlike leaves, 
spreads easily. Bits and pieces 
travel by boats and trailers to new 
lakes or float dowm rivers to start 


new infestations. The first Idaho 
infestation was discovered by' 
property owners along Spirit Lake 
in 1998. Freeland was the presi- 
dent of the Spirit Lake Property 
Owners A.ssodation at the time. 

Sandy Daniels, Kootenai 
County weed supervisor, visited 
one concerned resident to look at 
the suspeaed weed and figure out 
what to do. 

“Here comes Doug in his little 
green Ixjat,” Daniels reciilled. "He 
proceeded to be so mudi help that 
year. He did some diving. He took 
people around in his onsti personal 
boat. At the end of the year, 1 said, 
‘Do you want a job?'" 

On liis own time, Freeland dove 
around the lake and mapped it-s 
milfoil infestations for Kootenai 
County. Later, diving would 
become one of the central tools 
for controlling the weed.

Designation of critical habitat 
is the first step necessary toward 
actions that lead to recovery 
of a species, said Steve Kelly, 
president of Friends of the Wild 
Swan.

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Doctors 
improve care 
for cancer’s . 
side-effects 

. WASHINGTON (AP) - Every 
day, Suzanne Ben Aida pulls a 
tight elastic glove over her 
swollen right hand and arm. and 
every night she adds a swath of 
bandages. It's a battle to keep her 
am from ballooning - a legacy of 
breast cancer called lymphedema, 
which many patients aren't 
:wamed to expea and then, when 
■it strikes, they struggle to find 
good core. 

: The very therapy vital to fight- 
ing breast cancer leaves IS-20 per- . 
cent of patients with this side 
effect, a swelling of the arm on the 
.side where the breast tumor 
struck. 

That means a staggering 
300,000 breast cancer sumvors 
may cope every day with some 
degree of lymphedema. For some, 
it’s a miid swelling that merely 
annoys when rings or clothing 
don't fit. Others can be disabled as 
their arm painfully balloons to 
twice its normal size and leaves 
them prone to infections. 

Yet many doctors dismiss 
women’s complaints as a small 
price for surviving cancer, leaving 
patients to sort througli a bew^- 
dcring array of touted therapies. 
Some help, some don’t, and others 
could be harmful. 

So says the American Cancer 
Sociecy, which is so concerned 
’that it’s funding the first effort to 
'certify health workers who pro- 
:vide quality lymphedema treat- 
ment. The society also has just 
published a lymphedema guide in 
its cancer journal and a plain- 
English patient version. 

But more research is vital. 
Lymphedema is “an area of pro- 
found neglect,” says report co- 
nutlior Robert A. Smith, the soci- 
ety’s cancer screening director. 
“We need desperately to be able 
to give women better advice” both 
on treatment and reducing 
women’s risk of getting lymphede- 
ma. 

Part of the immune system, 
lymph ves-sels channel important 
fluids around the body. When 
lympi) nodes under a breast can- 
cer patient’s arm are removed or . 
damaged by biopsy, surgery or 
radiation, lymph fluid can build 
up, culled lymphedema. (A few 
other surgeries and rare diseases 
cause other kinds of lymphede- 
ma.) 

There’s no cure. It can be a 
daily, very public reminder of 
women’s cancer battle. 

Good news: New “sentinel node 
biopsies” that require removing 
fewer lymph nodes to check for 
cancer's spread, and better target- 
ing radiation therapy to just the 
cancerous spot, should reduce 
women’s risk of getting lymphede- 
ma. But not all oncolo^sts use the 
newer methods yet, and they’re 
not appropriate for all patients. 

So what should breast cancer 
patients know? Take some com- 
mon-sense precautions, lymphede- 
ma experts advise, even though 
more researdi is needed to prove 
their effectiveness. 

■ Avoid vaccinations, blood 
pressure measurements, even skin 
punctures like insea bites on the 
arm on the cancer-affected side. 
Get prompt treatment at signs of 
infection. 

• Avoid wearing constricting 
clothing, and avoid heat, including 
suntanning, hot baths and saunas. 

• Lift heavy objects with the 
otltcr arm. Study is urgently need- 
ed to find how much exercise is 
OK.

The -subjects who slept the 
first night did better than they 
did on the first day, while the 
other group, did not improve 
despite the two nights of catdi-

E-mail becomes medium for humor 


computer networks. Like few 
news events before it, the post- 
election’s twists and turns have 
inspired a buzzing electronic 
store of doctored photos, car- 
toons, jokes, song parodies and 
essays - the very stuff of folklore 
- commenting on the candidates 
and the process. 

Although new types of soft- 
ware make it possible to count 
• the number of first-time recipi- 
ents of an e-mail, it’s hard to 
know exactly how many people 
ultimately see one, soys Paul 
Saffo, direaor of the Institute for 
the Future, a Silicon Valley think 
tank. That’s because popular e- 
moils tend to get alter^ as they 
pass through generations of 
users. Typically, he says, a small, 
original group passes the mes- 
sage into ever-widening circles, 
sometimes multiple circles. 


An epidemic of technology 
crime - everything horn laptop 
thefts to attacks of database- 
killing viruses - is spreading 
almost as fast as technology 
ic^lf. And it will, only get worse 
with the growth of the Internet, 
the rising number of Web- 
enabled wireless devices such as 
Palm Pilots and cell phones, and 
the increased use of PCs. 
Consider 

About 90 percent of corporate 
and governmental agencies sur- 
veyed by the FBI and the San 
Francisco-based Computer 
Security Institute in ^rch said 
they detected computer security 
breaches in the previous 12 
months. 

The number of laptop comput- 
er thefts hit 319,000 last year, up 
from 303,000 in 1998, according 
to insurance company Safewarc 
Inc. 

E-mail viruses are spreading . 
Anti-virus software company 
McAfee.com Corp:, which tracks 
virus outbreaks worldwide on its 
Web site, estimates that more 
than 3.9 million files were infect- 
ed by veraorts of the “Love Bug” 
virus in the past 30 days alone. 
That’s substantially more than 
McAfce.com tracked during the 
first widely publicized outbreak 
of thevirtisinMay. 

What’s driving the cybercrime 


wave are the very things behind 
the evolution of today’s techno- 
logical age: the growing ubiquity 
of computer devices and the 
seemin^y limitless expansion of 
the Internet. 

“More people are becoming 
networked, more people are 
using the Internet to conduct 
business, and more companies 
are getting into c-commerce . . . 
but (security) is still woefully 
inadequate,” said Patrice 
Rapalus, director of the 
Computer Security Institute - a 
group of infoimation security 
executives. “Infonnaiion sc*curitv 
departments at most Fortune 
1,000 companies are under- 
staffed, underfunded, under- 
trained and undersupponed . . . 
and they aren’t paid any attention 
until something bad happens.” 

A recent survey by Forrester 
Research Inc. showed that busi- 
nesses typically spend one-tenth 
of 1 percent of their annual rev- 
enues on security. “Many firms 
today spend more on coffee than 
they do on security,” said Frank 
Prince, senior analyst at 
Forrester. 

That's changing, however, with 
every virus outbreak, laptop theft 
and corporate computer firewall 
that’s breached. 

Forrester estimates companies 
will spend about SS.6 billion on 
computer security this year and 
$20 billion by 2004. 


Computer expert urges 
good cookie hygiene

Cookies aren’t the huge hazard 
'they’re baked up to be. On the 
other hand, you may want to 
remove them completely from 
your diet. 

Your digital diet, of course. 
These cookies are tiny bits of 
code that Web sites deposit on 
your computer’s hard drive as 
you’re feasting on the riches of 
the Internet. 

It hdlps 0 site recognize you 
when you return and can even 
lead sites to customize their Web 
page as it learns your likes and 
dislikes. 

Gene Tsudik, a computer scien- 
tist at University of California, 
Irvine, believes in “network 
hygiene," finding the crumbs of 
code and cleaning them off his 
hard drive. 


He doesn't think anyone's 
going to somehow grab his credit 
card numbers, dean out his bank 
account or leave a virus. Cookies 
can't do that. 

On the other hand, Web sitc.s 
can sell your computer addn»s to 
other sites, leaving you open to 
sales pitches. And it’s an insidi- 
ous invasion of privacy, another 
techno-intrusion that may not 
bother you. 

“It's just good practice to 
deanse your compuier once in a 
while," Tsudik said, 

Kind of like brushing your 
teeth after eating the sv.cets. 

To cookie or not to cookie? A 
compromise may soon appear, 
Tsudik said. Businesses may 
emerge as third parties, where 
Web sites can leave their little 
cookies without learning any- 
thing about you.
